In a government of laws, 
existence of the 
government will he 
imperiled if it 
fails to observe the 
law scrupulously. Our 
government is the potent, 
the omnipresent teacher. 
For good or for ill, it 
teaches the whole people 
by its example. Crime is 
contagious. 


If the government be- 
comes a lawbreaker. It 
breeds contempt for law; 

It invites anarchy. To 
declare that In the ad- 
ministration of the 
criminal law the end jus- 
tifies the means — to 
declare that the govern- 
ment may commit crimes in 
order to secure the con- 
viction of a private 
citizen — would bring 
terrible retribution. 
Against that pernicious 
doctrine this court should 
resolutely set Its face.”
